PRESENTED TWO NIGHTS 

The ballet, "Kitchen on Parade," 
given by pupils of Lucille Stoddart 
last Friday and Saturday scored a 
tremendous success and packed the 
auditorium of the Junior High School, 
Ardmore, both nights. 

The production was outstanding for 
excellent dance routines given with 
the sureness and precision of a pro- 
fessional group, as well as the un- 
usually good scenery, lighting and cos- 
tuming. 

In the first act, Che curtain went 
up on an attractive group of the 
"younger set" with their escorts who 
were enjoying a midnight snack be- 
fore finishing the last few dances. 

In this novel way Miss Stoddart 
introduced her ballroom classes in 
several dance numbers which were de- 
lightfully informal. The girls were 
so attractive in their party dresses 
and their dancing was so graceful to 
watch that it is to be hoped this in- 
novation will be enlarged upon in fu- 
ture performances. 

The stage was decorated by the 
Philadelphia Electric Company to rep- 
resent a mammoth modern electric 
kitchen with black and white tile 
walls, a nine-foot refrigerator, stove, 
sink and cabinets. 

The beautiful lighting effects, which 
added much to the performance, were 
also arranged by the Philadelphia 
Electric. 

Too much cannot be said in praise 
of the costumes designed by Miss Stod- 
dart and made in her costume depart- 
ment in New York. They were color- 
ful, exotic and sometimes bizarre, but 
always interesting and exceptionally 
well done. 

Among the outstanding ones were 
the fuzzy little chirks in downy yel- 
low feathers and caps from which 
realistic yellow bills protruded. 

Ready Kilowatt was startling in 
black and silver and a huge bulbous 
head and an immense electric bulb 
winking on and off. 

Then there were crisp green lettuce 
leaves in green tulle ballet costumes 
and a realistic tomatoe who turned 
out to be excellent ballet dancers. 

Ice cubes in silver -transparent gauze 
boxes, and the dinner gong, in salmon 
and yellow tulle, caused admiration. 
The dancing chorus of Mexican Jump- 
ing Beans were colorful in gay 
flowered skirts, red bodices and aprons. 

The floppety mop looked exactly 
like one in her costume of white satin 
covered with rows of white chenille 
fringe, while scotch short bread was 
an adorable lassie in kilts. 

In the group appearing- as blueing, 
clever costuming was seen when the 
dark blue satin skirts were reversed 
and made red and white stripes. The 
excellent teamwork and rhythm made 
this an outstanding number.

PLAN NURSING SERVICE 

Narberth's School Board at its 
April session adopted a budget of 
$114,914 for the school year of 1937- 
38 and retained the tax rate of 18 
mills on property valuation and $2 
per capita. 

While the budget is slightly over 
$10,000 less than the figure for 1935- 
36 the directors finally decided not to 
reduce the rate due to the danger that 
rising costs of materials might cause 
financial embarassment during the 
coming year if revenue was curtailed. 

Expenditures for new floors, light- 
ing, desks, books, playground and 
athletic equipment are planned for 
the coming year. 

For the first time in five years, 
teachers were given a salary increase 
— a flat $50 per annum in each case. 
Their pay cuts early in the 30's have 
been restored, partly in 1935 and 
partly last year. 

All members of the teaching staff 
were re-elected with two exceptions. 

Mrs. Lois Wunderlich Ziegler, 
fourth grade instructor for the last 
six years, is retiring from teaching, 
while Miss Helen E. Force, fifth grade 
teacher, has accepted a position in the 
high school at Middletown, her home 
town. 

It is hoped during the next school 
year to have a part-time nurse in at- 
tendance. 

According to Dr. W. Steckbeck, sec- 
retary of the board, school district col- 
lections and finances are in the best 
shape of a decade.
